W ashington, May 29.—After a long 
period of silence, Senator Tillman of 
South Carolina startled the senate yes­ 
terday by a speech no less dramatic in 
its delivery than sensational in its alle­ 
gations. 
He preceded it by presenting a 
r* solution tor the appointment of a spe- 
i cia] committee of five senators to inves­ 
tigate charges of speculation by senators 
while the tariff bill was before the 
finance committee. 
In advocating the 
I resolution Mr. Tillman threw aside the 
I usual eonventionalitiei of the senate, 
I and with a plainness of speech seldom 
heard about the Im lls of congress called 
on his associates to investigate the pub­ 
lished charges of senatorial speculation, 
I and, if found true, purge the senate of 
' thosu who debauclied it. 
Mr. Aldrich, 
in charge of the tariff bill, answered Mr. 
Tillman in a sweeping denial. Tile Till­ 
man resolution wa* referred to the com- 
I mil tee on contingent expenses of the seu- 
! ate. 
Mr. Tillman said in part: 
“ We have 
! arrived at a time when the senate can 
no longer afford to rest under the damn­ 
ing accusations mad-- against senators. 
I If there ar** men here debauching the 
> seimte then we snould be purged of 
. them. 
If these reports are slanders, 
I then the press galleries should b* purged. 
We cannot afford to lay kick on our dig- 
j nity any longer and say we will mg in* 
: vestigate. 
It had beal charged tlmt 
President Cleveland nu t th-- sugar mag 
j nates on a yacht aud discussed details of 
the soh-tittie of the then pending tariff 
bill. 
There was nothing to fasten that 
‘damning accusation' on tho president, 
bet Senator Jones of Arkansas I md re* 
cently furnished evidence to the effect 
that the president told him the trust 
should have ! - of a cent a pound.” 
Mr. Jones quickly arose and stated 
that on two occasions Mr. Cleveland had 
said to him that he thought the *4 of a 
cent on raw sugar wa* ueeeraary to the 
American refiners and tlmt a 1-8 rate 
would drive the refiners ont < f business. 
Pn* « dies Mr. Tillman s;dd that it 
might la- >*r. Clevi kind's desire to 
carry ont a bargain and if so the senate 
ought to find it »>ut. 
Both parties are 
involved and one is as deep in the mud 
as the other is in the mire. 
You know 
of the reports against certain members 
of the old finance committee and now* 
we have more damning accusations 
against the present commit Hie. 
“Now, no one denies that for the last 
two months rooms at the Arlington have 
been occupied bv th* finance committee, 
in easy roach with th** telephone to New 
Y'ork and easy reach of agents of the 
sugar trust. 
Why was it,” he asked, 
“that the sugar trust can always com­ 
mand a specific instead of an ail valorem 
duty? 
Wily was it that they cleared 
#25,0*0.im) in three years? It was tho 
Democratic lorry who made it possible 
in I HIH. And now,” he pro<\*oded, “with 
a disgraced aud a demoralized Demo­ 
cratic party out of pow*»r, and the R<'- 
pnhlicaiis in charge of affairs, we have 
another evidence of the sugar trust s 
power.” 
Mr. Tillman said he would now pre­ 
st ut sp-cill aition s. and had read a num­ 
ber of signed articles in the newspapers 
of New York, Chicago and elsewhere, 
making serious chargt-sagainst stmators, 
some by name.

W a-hington, May 29.—The trial of 
John E. Searles, secretary of the Ameri- 
Sugar Refining company, yesterday fel­ 
lowed that of President Havemeyer, who 
was acquitted by order of Judge Brad­ 
ley. 
The government presented its case 
very briefly, whereupon the defense, 
following th*- tactics pursued in the 
Havemeyer case. moved that the judge 
order an acquittal for three reasons, viz: 
That the questions Mr. Searles refused 
to answer were irrelevant to the inquiry; 
that they were individual, not commit­ 
tee questions, and tlmt even if they were 
authorized by the semite resolution, the 
senate did not possess juri -diction. The 
motion was argued at length by the 
counsel on both side-, after which the 
court adjourned until Tuesday, when 
Judge Bradley will deliver his ruling.

Hfrnate. 


1 hat the senate of the United States 
is not a republican body everybody 
knows. 
I hat the ability of the repub­ 
licans to pass a tariff bill depends upon 


the strength of thw? protective sentiment 


among the democrats and populists is 
conceded. 
The republicans are in the 


minority in the senate. 
To pass the 


tariff bill they must either have the ac­ 


tive open support of one or more demo­ 


crats, or one or members of the demo­ 


cratic and populist parties must omit to 


vote against it. 
There is reason to be­ 


lieve that the bill will receive the sup 


port of at least one democrat and prob­ 
ably two populists, if .Senator Kyle is to 


be classed as a populist. He is put down 


in the congressional directory as an in­ 
dependent. 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, 


who has been classed as a populist for 


the past two years, will, it is understood 


support the bill, and it is probable that 


Senator Kyle will do so or, at least, not 


vote against it. 
Senator McEnery, of 


Louisiana, democrat, 
has 
indicated 


clearly his intention to support a pro­ 


tective tariff. 
It is under these circumstances that 


the republican minority in the senate 


enter upon the desperate struggle to 


pass their bill. 
They have, as above in­ 


dicated, the advantage of presenting a 


solid front in support of the bill, while 


the other parties are not able to solidify 


themselves upon any feature of the 


measure.

They further agreed, much as they 


might desire to enter upon a general 


discussion of the tariff, to forego that 


undertaking for the sake of economy 


of time, and to press at every turn for 


active energetic work upon the sched­ 


ules of the with the purpose of getti ng 


final action upon it at the earliest pos­ 


sible moment. 
Not a speech, aside 


from the explanation which Senator 


Al irich offered in the opening day of 


the debate, is to be made by the rep 
ublienns other than the brief respon­ 


ses made necessary in reply to the at 


tacks which it is expected that the dem 


ocrats will make upon the sche.iules of 


the bill as the discussion progresses. 


Thus the public may understand that if 


there is delay in the passage of the bill 


through the senate, the responsibility 


will rest with the democratic party. 
If 


the republicans could control the action 


of the senate, the bill would be passed 


through that body within a fortnight 


and be upon the statute books certain­ 


ly by the end of the fiscal year. 
If 


they cannot, the fault will be with the 


demociats. 


If the republicans are able to carry 


out their program, the first four months 


of President McKinley’s administration 


will witness a heretofore unheard-of 


o:currence in the history of the country 


—the meeting of a congress within 15 


days of the inauguration of a new presi­ 


dent, the framing of a great tariff bill 


and passage through the house, its con­ 


sideration by the senate and conference 


committee and enactment into a law— 


all within four months.

Sentem'rtl to a Year and a Hay For Pass* 
ing C ounterfeit Dim es—Shot a Burglar. 
Died From Blood Poisoning — Chinch

W as Probably M ordered. 


I n d ia n a p o lis , May 29.—John F. John­ 
son, the Logansport bank wrecker, on 
Monday morning will bt? token to tho 
Columbus (O.) penitentiary as a com­ 
mon criminal. 
Marshal Kerehevol said 
last night that there was so much busi­ 
ness in court that he had been unable to 
make arrangem ents for the transfer of 
the prisoner, but hoped to be able to 
send him away this evening, as John­ 
son is anxious to begin serving his time. 
The courtroom was crowded when 
Johnson walked in from one of the wit- 
ne>8rooms, accompanied by his wife, 
who was heavily veiled, aud took a seat 
directly facing Judge Baker. 
District 
Attorney Wishard, without rending the 
indictment, asked Johnson if he knew 
its contents, to which he replied in the 
aft!rumtive. 
He was then askod if he 
was guilty or not guilty. 
He answered 
“ Guilty.” 
Tile court called for a statem ent from 
Bauk Examiner Caldwell. 
Mr. Cald­ 
well stated that the total amount of tho 
shortage, so far as discovered, was $304,- 
500, but that Mr. Johnson had told him 
it would be nearer $400,000. 
He said 
Johnson had turned over property to the 
l»ank am ounting to between $100,000 and 
$ 120,000. 
John It. Wilson, attorney for John­ 
son, then made a plea for mercy, recit­ 
ing the banker’s former good character 
and filing a petition signed by 40 busi 
ness men of Logansport, some of them 
his victims, asking the court to be 
lenient. 
District Attorney W ishard asked the 
court to assess the full penalty, at least, 
for one count, citing the fact that the 
court had just sentenced a laboring man 
to one vear aud a ilay for passing five 
counterfeit dimes. 
Judge Baker then 
sentenced the prisoner to IO years in the 
Columbus, ()., penitentiary. 
Johnson says hi* told all he knows 
about the case and lins given up every­ 
thing—in fact that he is without a doh 
lar in the world. 
His attorneys served 
without pay. 
Mrs. Johnson aud some 
of his friends will accompany him to 
Columbus, after which the wife will re­ 
turn to Logansport to live. 
Friends crowded around 
the con­ 
demned man after sentence was passed 
sympathizing with him. and to one of 
these he said: 
“ Don’t remember tins 
scene. Remember me as I was aud for­ 
get these ittriufttl scones. There must 
Eave been something in my life worthy 
of friendship and worth remembering.
